Police arrest Kent State demonstrators 


KENT, Ohio (AP) — Police armed only 
with nightsticks moved across the Kent 
State University campus today, arresting 
between 125 and 150 protesters defying a 
court order to abandon a tent city on the site 
where four students were killed seven years 
ago. 
Those arrested included fathers of two of 
the slain students. The last two persons tak­ 
en into custody were in wheel chairs. 
After completing the arrests, deputies 
prepared to rope off the area and remove 
the tents. 
There was little resistance from the 


protesters, who had prepared themselves 
for the confrontation by linking arms and 
legs to form a square. As police took the 
demonstrators into custody one by one, they 
either walked or were carried to waiting 
buses to be taken to the county jail. 
The demonstrators have been protesting 
the pending construction of a $6 million 
annex to a gymnasium near the site of the 
deaths and the wounding of nine others by 
National Guard troops during an antiwar 
protest on May 4,1970. 
A judge had ordered the protesters to 
leave the encampment, but also ordered the 


university to delay construction of the gym. 
The arrests began about half an hour 
after the 8 a.m. deadline set by a county 
judge. Before police moved in, the pro­ 
testers were read the judge’s order to leave 
the, area and then individual copies were 
distributed. Demonstrators collected the 
copies and deposited them in a waste can. 
Shortly before the 8 a.m. deadline, more 
than 100 persons had moved to the crest of a 
hill overlooking the site where the students 
had been shot. Faculty observers wearing 
yellow arm bands watched. 
Residents of the makeshift tent city had 
voted Monday night to defy the court order 


to leave the campus before the deadline. 
Portage County Common Pleas Court 
Judge Joseph Kainrad issued a temporary 
restraining 
order 
Monday 
afternoon 
directing members of the May Fourth 
Coalition to leave by 8 a.m. today after 61 
days of protest. 
But in a concession to the demonstrators, 
Kainrad also enjoined the university from 
starting construction, at least until a July 21 
hearing is held to discuss the gym’s 
location. 
The university contends the annex would 
be no closer than 120 feet to the slaying site 
on Blanket Hill. 


About 100 demonstrators have camped 
out on the hill since May 12, contending the 
construction would desecrate the area of the 
slayings, which they want preserved as a 
memorial. The gathering has frequently 
grown to 300 during the day 
Portage County Sheriff Allen McKitrick, 
whom the judge placed in charge of clearing 
the hill, had said that arresting officers 
would not carry guns, in contrast to the 
confrontation seven years ago when demon­ 
strators protesting the war in Vietnam were 
fired on by National Guardsmen. 
Attorney Bill Whitaker, who represented 
demonstrators in court Monday, said the 


judge could have them sent to jail for up to 
10 days on contempt of court charges. But 
he sa id they probably would be set free on 
bond to await sentencing. 


About 300 persons attended the meeting 
Monday night to discuss tactics for meeting 
the 
judge’s 
deadline. 
The 
protesters 
heatedly debated for four hours whether 
they should stay on the site and resist 
peacefully, or abandon it and take their 
fight to preserve the spot into the courts.

WAGE RAISE 
RAISES PROBLEM 
: Hie federal government, it is often urged, should be the 
itation’s “employer of last resort” — charged with the 
riesponsibility of providing jobs and income for those 
Americans unable to find employment on their own. 
Much social legislation in recent years has been directed 
toward increasing that responsibility. 
If anybody can be called the “employer of first resort,” 
it has to be the foodservice (restaurant) industry, whose 
560,000 independent operators employ more than 8 
million people in full-time and part-time capacities, 
many of them younger or unskilled workers in entry- 
level positions — busboys, waitresses, etc. 
For example, while teen-agers make up only 10 per 
cent of the nation’s workforce, they constitute a third of 
the foodservice workforce. 
Unfortunately, a piece of legislation being considered 
by the employer of last resort could seriously and ad­ 
versely affect the role of the employer of first resort. 
This is H R. 3744, a three-pronged bill, each point of 
which, says the foodservice industry, stabs where it 
hurts. 
First, the bill calls for an increase in the federal 
minimum wage from $2.30 to $2.85 an hour — a 24 per 
cent advance — within 30 days of enactment. This would 
peg the minimum wage at 55 per cent of the $5.19 average 
wage (including overtime) in manufacturing. 
Second, beginning in January 1978 and each January 
after that, the minimum wage would be “indexed” to60 
per cent of the manufacturing wage average, meaning 
another increase of 16 to 19 per cent next January. 
With the indexing provision, wages in the labor- in­ 
tensive foodservice industry, with its low productivity 
per worker, would be permanently tied to wages in 
highly productive industries. Foodservice operators 
complain that they would be forced to raise wages each 
year because of collective bargaining gains won by 
workers in more technological, automated industries, 
but with little hope of raising productivity. 
Third, H.R. 3744 would eliminate the tip credit, which 
enables restaurant management to pay less than the 
minimum wage to employes who receive tips. Currently, 
if an employe earns tips equal to at least half the 
minimum wage, these tips are considered part of his or 
her income and the employer pays the remaining 50 per 
cent in actual wages. 
This system ensures total income to every worker at 
least equal to the minimum wage. In practice, the 31 per 
cent of foodservice workers who are tipped earn about61 
per cent more than their non tipped coworkers. 
If the tip credit is repealed, employes would im­ 
mediately face more than a doubling in labor costs for 
tipped employes — that is, loss of the present $1.15 credit 
plus the 24 per cent increase over the current minimum 
wage. 
What would happen ? According to the National 
Restaurant Association, some 700,000 foodservice jobs 
would be lost if restaurant operators cut employment to 
keep their labor costs constant. It says the additional 
wages would cost the industry $3.9 billion, which could 
only be met by cutting personnel or raising menu prices, 
or both. 
It cites the experience of California, which last year 
raised its minimum wages by 25 per cent and repealed a 
25- cent tip credit. Two-thirds of the restaurants sampled 
in a study had reduced their staff requirements by an 
average of 50 hours per week, or the equivalent of 36,000 
restaurant jobs. 
The U.S. Chamber of Commerce estimates that 
passage of H.R. 3744 would cause nationwide em­ 
ployment opportunities in all industries to be reduced by 
2.7 million jobs. 
At a time when the United States is combatting both 
high inflation and unemployment rates — the latter an 
unacceptable 19 per cent — for teen-agers overall and 37 
per cent for minority youths — H.R. 3744, says its critics, 
would add to both.

Terrorizes West

religious fanatic, who has 
trained women to murder for 
him. is spreading terror in the 
West. He has sent women on 
murder missions more bizarre 
than the cr i me s of the 
notorious C harles Manson 
family. 
Ervil LeBaron, who believes 
he is God’s executioner, is 
responsible for at least 20 m ur­ 
ders. This ls the conservative 
estimate of investigators who 
have been following his trail 
(hi one occasion, he sent a band 
of women to bushwack a Mex­ 
ican community. Wild West 
style, because its residents had 
rejected him. 
Yet neither federal nor local 
authorities have been able to 
find the elusive LeBaron. 
whose trail invariably disap­ 
pears into the desert. He main­ 
tains hideouts in the same rug­ 
ged terrain where the legend­ 
ary outlaws Butch Cassidy and 
the Sundance Kid once eluded 
tin* law. 
We began investigating the 
I>*Baron cult a year ago. lured 
by rumors of religious execu­ 
tions and mysterious disap­ 
p e a r a n c e s . We v i s i t e d 
Le Baron's desolate habitat; we 
spoke to confidential source» 
ulio are in contact with the 
cult; we have also had access 


to government investigative 
files. 
By all accounts. Ervil 
I ¿*Baron is a bulldozer of a 
man. with a temperament as 
volatile as nitroglycerin. Ac­ 
cording to the wanted posters, 
he ls six-foot-two and weighs 
220 pounds. He is darkly 
handsome, with strong features 
and deep-set. blazing black 
eyes. He us given to Vesuvian 
outbursts when things don’t go 
his way. 
LeBaron believes in the 
vengeful God of the Ok! Testa­ 
ment and claims the authority 
to carry out God’s wrath. He 
can quote scriptures and order 
executions in the same breath. 
He refers to the latter as “mili­ 
tary orders” from God. 
Yet those who know Hie 
bloodthirsty LeBaron describe 
him as extremely intelligent, 
with chansmatic powers. His 
fanatical followers are ready to 
kill at his command. 
Even the children are taught 
to kill as soon as they can han­ 
dle weapons. One child told our 
sources that he had lain awake 
at nights thinking how he could 
murder for Ervil. And a 
woman told us that her own 
sister had warned she would 
kill her if Ervil decreed it. 
The cult practices polygamy, 
and rebellious wives have been 


known to vanish. One of Ervil's 
wives, Montsie. became dis­ 
enchanted in 1974. That's the 
last her relatives have heard of 
her. Ervil’s first wife, Delphina. 
used to correspond with her 
relatives regularly. They are 
now worried; they haven't 
heard from her for six months. 
Sources with pipelines into 
the cult also report that Naomi 
Zarate, one of the wives of a 
loyal disciple, was murdered 
along with her 14-year-old son. 
Their bodies allegedly were 
dumped into the Gulf of Mex­ 
ico 
Here are other murder sto­ 
ries from government files: 
— Ervil quarreled with his 
elder brother, Joel, over the 
leadership of the cult. On 
August 20. 1972, Joel was bru­ 
tally beaten with a chair and 
then shot to death in Ensenada, 
Mexico. Mexican authorities 
named Ervil as the “intellec­ 
tual author" of his brother's 
murder. But according to our 
sources, he bribed his way out 
of prtson after serving only a 
year. He reportedly paid $80,- 
000 
— Ervil called upon the 
followers of his slain brother to 
“repent " and accept his leader­ 
ship. Those who refused lived 
in the tiny Mexican town of Los 
Molinas. Ervil dispatched a 
band erf women, led by one 
man, to shoot up the place. 
From ambush, they burned 
down the town with firebombs 
and shot haphazardly at the 
panicky people. Miraculously, 
only two died in the gunfire 
and flames. 
— A LeBaron defector, 
named Dean Vest, was gunned 
down on June 16. 1975, at a 
house near San Diego. Our 
sources say LeBaron ordered 
two women from his flock to 


commit the murder Police 
picked them up but couldn’t 
get a word out of them. The 
murder weapon, meanwhile, 
had been wiped clean of 
fingerprints. So the women 
were released for lack of evi­ 
dence. 
- A polygamist leader. Dr. 
Rulon Allred, received several 
threats from the LeBaron cult. 
On May 10. 1977, two women 
walked into his office outside 
Salt Lake City and fired six 
bullets into his body, killing 
him instantly. A LeBaron disci­ 
ple. Nancy Chynoweth, has 
been arrested and charged 
with the murder. 
There have been a number 
of strange disappearances. For 
example, a Utah polygamist 
named Robert Simons 
vanished on April 23. 1975. He 
was last seen south of Sait 
Lake City with some I a*Baron 
associates. 
Investigators claim that 
Le Baron's hard-core followers 
number at least 40. most of 
them women, all of them 
fanatics. But a wavering mem­ 
ber of the sect told us that no 
more than half-a-dozen men 
and two dozen women could he 
classified as fanatical 
followers. 
LeBaron was last seen, ac­ 
cording to reliable sources, 
about 75 miles south of Mexico 
City. But he has also been re­ 
ported in the vicinity of 
Phoenix, Ariz. Both reports 
could be true, since lie keeps on 
the move. 
Footnote: We have sent word 
to LeBaron through our con­ 
tacts that we are eager to hear 
his side of the story. At this 
writing, we have received no 
response.

When I was seven I discovered 
that my father was the wittiest 
man in the world.

Cities Are Good 
For Health 
From The Chicago Tribune 
Dr. Leo Srole is a “psychiatric 
sociologist” 
at 
Columbia 
University in New York. His 
name is not widely recognized, 
but he has challenged a widely 
held impression that big cities 
are hard on mental health, 
compared to smaller cities and 
rural settings. At a meeting of 
the 
American 
Psychiatric 
Association, Dr. Srole actually 
said that New Yorkers have 
better mental health than non­ 
metropolitan 
residents, 
and 
enjoy better mental health than 
people did 20 years ago. 
This statement is all the more 
significant 
since 
Dr. 
Srole 
directed the 1982 report on the 
psychiatric health of New York 
City which has ever since been 
shoring up the belief that big 
cities are bad for you. He found 
at that time that 23 per cent of 
his sample (of 1880) were in 
need of psychiatric treatment. 
Erich Fromm and other writers 
have cited Hus finding as 
evidence that urban com­ 
munities constitute a “sick 
society." 
Given a shove, it has been ail 
too easy to speculate about the 
unwholesomeness of big cities -• 
the crowding, the pace, the 
impersonality, the tension. The 
lonely crowd. The urban jungle. 
We people in big cities do have 
our problems, and some of them 
no doubt relate to our setting 
But Dr. Srole says one should 
see the other fellow. 
His digging in some un­ 
published data collected by the 
National 
Center 
for Health 
Statistics turned up evidence 
that symptoms of psychological 
stress are more frequent among 
residents of places under 50.000 
in population than among city 
dwellers. Another study, of a 
rural county in Nova Scotia, 
yielded evidence that mental 
troubles hit harder there than in 
midtown ¡Manhattan, "by a wide 
and highly significant statistical 
margin.” 
Dr. Srole summarizes his 
findings well: “Urban life does 
an awful lot of good through the 
cultrual and other resources it 
provides and that many people 
thrive on."

Watergate mastermind paroled 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Watergate mastermind G. Gordon 
Llddy, who stuck to his code of silence through more than four 
years in prison, was granted a parole today to take effect Sept. 7. 
The early release of the man who sought political dirt on the 
Democrats in the 1972 election was made possible through the 
intervention of a Democratic president, Jimmy Carter, who cut 
Uddy’s 20-year sentence toS years. 
The U.S. Parole Commission set the release date today. Ltddy 
got the word at the minimum security prison at Allenwood, Pa. 
By Sept. 7, he will have served 22 months, nearly two years 
longer then any of the other 24 men sent to prison for Watergate 
and related crimes. 
"He’s happy to ha vs a definite date," Mid Peter Maroulis, 
Liddy’s lawyer. "But he’s disappointed he won’t be with his wife 
and children this summer. By the time he gets out, they will be 
beck in school." 
The Liddys, who live in the Washington suburb of Ox on Hill, 
Md., have five teen-aged children. Mrs. Liddy has kept that 
family financially afloat by working as a school teacher. 
The parole commission coupled the released date with a 
demand that the$40,000 fine that was part of his sentence "is paid 
or otherwise disposed of according to law." 
Maroulis Mid, "That means to me if he has the funds he must 
pay them or be must file an affidavit of indigency, indicating he 
doesn’t have the funds. He doesn’t" 
Eighteen months of Liddy’s prison time was for refusing to 
testify before the Watergate grand jury, where he had been 
granted immunity from prosecution for any criminal admissions. 
The rest of the imprisonment counts toward satisfying a one- 
third minimum, or 22 months out of his eight-year sentence 
established by Carter. 
The President’s commutation ordar of April 12 specifically left 
the $40,000 fine in effect. 
How Liddy will earn a living is not known. He has been dis­ 
barred as a lawyer and his mother has Mid he is not likely to 
write a book, which other prominent Watergate figures have 
done with varying degrees of financial success. 
Liddy's term began on Jan. 30,1973 when a Jury convicted Mm 
and James W. McCord Jr., of conspiracy, burglary and 
wiretapping. He was sentenced later by U.S. District Judge John 
J. Sirica to serve $ years, $ months to 20 years. In the interim, 
Liddy had bsen free9$days whUehis lawyers pressed one of their 
many unsuccessful appeals. 
Police chief faces suit 


KANSAS CITY (AP) — Two women filed suit in federal court 
Monday alleging that the Independence, Mo., police chief made 
Improper advances toward them and that they were intimidated 
and deterred from filing a complaint. 
The two women—Saundra J. Jones and Patti S. Miller, both 
22-are seeking damages totaling $150,900 in the suit against 
Police Chief Lawrence L. Cook, City Atty. James S. Cottlngham 
and four Independence policemen. 
The women said the police chief made improper advances 
toward them at a party Jan. 2and that all six men later tried to 
stop them from filing a complaint in violation of the U.S. Con­ 
stitution. The suit was filed in U.S. District Court because the 
allegations involve federal law. 
The suit contendí one officer promised the women favors to 
prevent thenvfrom filing a suit, that the city did not investigate 
the matter fairly and that one of the plaintiffs' employers was 
threatened with withdrawal of police protection.

Bloomfield girl 
has Olympic dream

BLOOMFIELD-Anne Williams has dreams of performing in 
the Olympics someday. It’s a dream that she knows might not 
come true, despite her hardest efforts. 
But if she does make it to the most prestigious track meet in the 
world someday, and if she does win a medal for the United States 
in the javelin throw, her countrymen can thank a movie in a 
seventh-grade physical education class. 
“They showed us a movie about the Junior Olympics,” said 
Miss Williams, a 15-year-old from Bloomfield, who was im­ 
pressed enough by the flick to pursue track when a summer 
program was begun in her hometown. 
Hard work and good coaching have combined with Anne's 
natural talent to produce this year’s Region Eight champion in 
the Women Intermediate Division of the javelin throw in the 
Junior Olympics. Anne will be competing in the AAU Junior 
Olympic National Championship meet at the University of 
Nebraska at Lincoln on August 13 and 14. The moet important 
youth track meet in the country will be televised by NBC. 
At the Regional meet, Anne toesed the 7tt-foot spear U6'S” . 
establishing a new Region 8 championship meet record and 
outdistancing the nearest competitor by six feet. That was July > 
at Norman, Oklahoma .Now, her sights are set on the Nationals. 
“There's a satisfaction in knowing you’re the best in four 
states,” said the articulate and pretty athlete, who has only been 
throwing the javelin for two years. 
It was no accident that Anne took up the event in 1976. 
“She had all the characteristics of a javellne thrower,” said 
Glen Francis, a 26-year-old who coached the successful 
Bloomfield Track Club. Athletes coached by Francis have won 17 
Ozark AAU District championships in the five years since he 
started the program. 
“She runs well, and she’s strong ’’ continued Francis about one 
of his prize athletes. “She is ideally suited for it (the Javeline)." 
So when the Bloomfield Track Club acquired a girts javelin to 
practice with, it was decided that Anne Williams would be a 
javelin thrower. It didn’t take long for Francis to find out that he 
had made a good decision. 
After one week of practice, Anne threw in her first competitive 
meet. Still awkward and learning the very fundamentals of the 
event, she finished second. And after two more weeks of working 
at the javeline, Francis entered her in the Ozark District meet at 
Poplar Bluff. With only three weeks of experience behind her, the 
rapidly-improving blonde won the meet. She threw 90’8’’ to 
obliterate the existing meet record by almost 23 feet And Glen 
Francis knew he had something special on his hands. 
Anne has not even begun to reach her potential, Francis 
pointed out. "She’s been improving from 12 to 16 feet every year, 
and she still has some minor bugs in her technique,” said the 
former Southeast Missori State University graduate assistant, 
who teaches at Bloomfield Elementary schooland coaches varsity 
golf, tennis and junior high basketball at the high school. The 
school will begin track and field on the varsity level in the spring, 
and Glen was chosen to head the program.

Francis said that her distance would continue to improve as 
she learns the finer points of throwing the javelin, adding that 
natural physical maturity would also be a boost to the per­ 
formance of the 5-7, 130 pounder. “She’s just starting lifting 
weights this week," Glen noted, saying that Anne has about ten 
more years before her body readies its peak condition 
physically.

Crystal City’s Pam Underwood won the shot put in 1968. 
"If she throws up to her capabilities, she could hit 125 feet."

Anne, who also throws the discus and shot put, was reminded of 
the fact that the National finals would be on television coast-to- 
coast “I don't like it," said the shy young lady emphatically.

Anderson on shaky ground

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Congress is full of nervous 
politicians these days, but few are as jumpy as the man who 
replaced Vice President Walter F. Móndale in the Senate And 
with good cause. 
The voters of Minnesota, who are uncommonly fussy about 
who represents them, have by no means forgiven former 
Democratic Gov. Wendell Anderson for effectively appointing 
himself to Mondale's old seat. 
Simply put, they think it was a tacky thing to do — a reaction 
that has been widely shared by voters elsewhere in com­ 
parable situations in the past. 
Only one state governor in this century — Happy Chandler of 
Kentucky — ever won election to the Senate after first having 
himself appointed to fill a vacancy. Eight others were rebuff­ 
ed at the polls as soon as they had to face the voters 
Anderson knew all this when he decided last winter to grab 
Mondale's seat himself instead of appointing either a care­ 
taker or a serious contender to the job But like others 
before him, he was convinced he could overcome voter resent­ 
ment. 
There are signs that he may have miscalculated 
Throughout his six years as governor. Anderson alwavs 
drew higher positive than negative ratings in periodic public 
opinion polls conducted for the Minneapolis Tribune 
But last month, in the first Minnesota Poll measuring his 
performance in the Senate, 40 per cent of those surveyed gave 
him only fair to poor marks, compared with 32 per cent who 
said he was doing a good or excellent job. An unusually high 28 
per cent had no opinion. 
Republicans, both in Minnesota and in Washington, seized 
upon the new poll with glee "I think Anderson is in big trou­ 
ble. We've got our best shot in a quarter of a century to elect a 
Republican to the Senate next year." said the outgoing GOP 
state chairman. Chuck Slocum. 
Democratic-Farmer-Labor Party officials in Minnesota 
readily concede that state voters, including members of their 
own party, are still miffed at Anderson for appointing himself 
But they believe he can overcome the handicap to defeat any 
primary challengers or GOP candidates who go after him next 
year 
The most likely Republican opponent is Rudy Boschwitz 
GOP national committeeman and millionaire owner of a pop 
ular plywood concern. Although Boschwitz is not a favorite of 
party regulars, who would prefer Rep Bill Frenzel. R-Minn 
he is widely known statewide because of his company’s 
massive advertising — most of which features none other than 
Rudy Boschwitz 
Ironically, Anderson's biggest problem at the moment may 
not be Republican Rudy Boschwitz so much as Democrat 
Rudy Perpich — his former lieutenant who succeeded him as 
governor. 
Perpich has proven astonishingly popular as governor, run­ 
ning a wide open state house with a free-wheeling personal 
style that contrasts sharply with the closed, tight-knit Ander­ 
son operation. 
Although Anderson is an effective and attractive television 
campaigner, he is somewhat stiff and reserved in person 
Minnesotans seem to be captivated by the easy going Perpich. 
and Anderson has suffered in comparison 
Anderson insists he is not concerned about his own sagging 
poll readings, nor about Perpich s apparent success "The 
governor is on TV and in the papers constantly, whereas I 
seem to have dropped from sight simply because I have to be 
here in Washington so much," he said.

Crusader vs. the ‘DDS m onopoly' 
Law puts bite on ‘updated tooth fairy’

SHREVEPORT, La 
- 
(NEA) — William Dudley 
doesn’t seem to be the kind of 
fellow who would willfully run 
afoul of the law He is mild 
mannered and middle class, a 
family man and m ilitary 
v eteran . On nights and 
weekends he goes into the skid 
row enclaves of town to do 
evangelical duty fur the 
Assembly of God church 
And yet, according to 
L o u isian a p o lic e , 
B ill 
Dudley’s in a heap of trouble. 
He’s been arrested for prac­ 
ticing dentistry without a 
license, which is the same as 
saying he has endangered the 
public health. He is now 
aw aiting crim inal court 
proceedings and if convicted 
he could be sent to prison for 
up to five years. 
For his part. Dudley admits 
guilt — but to doing good 
rather than evil deeds A skill­ 
ed dental technician, he says 
he has for years been supply­ 
ing dentures to patients 
without the aid or the expense 
of a supervising dentist. This 
is against state law, but 
Dudley says the law is wrong, 
and deserves to be broken un­ 
til changed. 
In essence, Dudley sees 
himself as something of a den­ 
tal crusader, an updated tooth 
fairy as it were His cause is 
justice for the mouths and 
pocketbooks of America. He 
says dentists have shamefully 
monopolized the tooth repair 
industry, and at the same 
time have conspired to fix 
dental charges well beyond 
what is proper. 
For example, Dudley says 
that under a dentist's supervi­ 
sion a technician such as 
himself will fashion a set of 
false teeth for between $200 
and $250. “Then the dentist 
will turn around and add as 
much as 400 per cent to the fee 
charged the patient.’’ Hence, 
Dudley explains, he has 
broken the law in order to 
point out “the ripoff ” 
What’s more, Dudley adds, 
he is not the only technician so 


motivated these days. More 
than 300 others around the na­ 
tion have organized a National 
Denturist Association, its goal 
being the "elimination of laws 
favoring the DDS monopoly.” 
Presently, all 50 states forbid 
anyone but licensed dentists 
from fitting dentures. 
The “DDS monopoly” laws 
were originally urged by den­ 
tists themselves. And, not sur­ 
prisingly, the profession con­ 
tinues to insist they are 
necessary. 
Most dentists 
believe that technicians are 
not qualified for denture 
work, and speak ominously of 
misfittings that could lead to 
disastrous consequences for 
unprotected patients. 
Of course the denturists feel 
otherwise. Dudley says that 
dentists attach a mystique to 
fitting dentures that simply 
doesn't exist. He says he is 
fully qualified in all phases of 
the work required, and has 
done it for hundreds of 
patients “I even guarantee 
my work,” he says, “and 
that’s something no dentist 
would dare do.” 
Dudley says he is careful 
not to overstep himself. For 
example he requires his 
patients to have a thorough 
oral examination by a dentist 
before he begins his work. He 
also declines patients’ pleas 
for other treatment, such as 


fillings. “I don't pretend to be 
a dentist,” he says, insisting 
that he renders unto Caesar 
that which is Caesar’s. 
At bottom, then, Dudley 
says he is not trying to replace 
the man with the DDS. He 
merely wants to supplement 
the dentist's service. Right 
now, he adds, he doesn’t even 
take business from the den­ 
tist; his patients are mostly 
poor, and were it not for 
Dudley’s low fees they would 
get their choppers from 
quacks along the Mexican 
border. 
How low are Dudley’s fees? 
About $225. He says this is 
compared with the $500 to 
$1,000 that licensed dentists 
charge for the same service. 
“ I’ve actually seen them 
charge as much as $1,200,” 
Dudley sighs. “It’s criminal. 
It’s ridiculous. Meanwhile, I 
am the one who has been 
arrested and is facing a future 
in prison.” 
To lessen Dudley’s chance 
of incarceration, the National 
Denturist Association has 
launched a drive to rewrite 
the laws favoring DDS 
m onopoly. Dee Boyd, a 
lawyer who heads NDA, says 
new laws have been in­ 
troduced in 15 states. He says 
Oregon has considered a 
change for three years, and 
“ it looks very good there 


now.” 
The NDA claims the old 
s t a t e 
laws 
a r e 
u n ­ 
constitutionally restrictive. 
Besides, other nations such as 
Canada have long ago 
recognized that denturists are 
professionals in their own 
right; seven of 10 Canadian 
provinces have legalized den­ 
turists, who, on average, now 
fit and make dentures for half 
the fee of regulation dentists. 
Eventually, 
denturists 
believe most U.S. states will 
also legitimize denturists. Un­ 
til then they say they will go 
on breaking the law. Some 
will make dentures privately 
for family members and 
friends, others will do it 
publicly for all comers. “We 
won’t give up, we won’t quit,” 
says Bill Dudley. 
The tooth fairy is here to 
stay.

Consumer’s actions 
keep experts guessing 77/ l/msnmy Snorrc 


NEW YORK (AP) - The big­ 
gest guessing game in econom­ 
ic circles today is what the con­ 
sumer will be doing in the mar­ 
ketplace over the next few 
months. 
Nobody really can say with 
certainty. No economist can ad­ 
mit that to be the case. 
After painfully hacking one’s 
way through tangled acres of 
analyses and great silos of sta­ 
tistics, about the only possible 
conclusion that can be reached 
is that, yes, it is just a guessing 
game. 
And yet the guesses must be 
made, because the expansion’s 
continuation depends on con­ 
sumer buying attitudes. Food, 
clothing, automobile, furniture 
production schedules demand 
such information. 
The conventional view is that 
consumer buying has done its 
job of getting the economy 
moving forward and that now it 
must take a rest while business 
spends to expand its plant and 
equipment. 
Business investment has been 
slow to pick up, however, caus­ 
ing every analyst in America to 
return to the statistics in hopes 
that some additional source of 
energy can be found in the con­ 
sumer area. 
.Some are finding it, some 
aren’t. 
Citibank, second largest com­ 
mercial bank in the nation, 
“sees no reason why consumer 
markets should not continue to 
advance throughout the remain­ 
der of 1977,” according to its 
publication “Economic Week.” 
Chase, the third largest, sees 
a “slowdown coming in con­ 
sumer buying. " It’s publication, 
"International Finance,” 
for 
corporate customers and corre­ 
spondent 
banks, 
gives 
this 
analysis: 
“It i^ not likely that the con­ 
sumer share of Gross National 
Product4 (rather high at about 
65 per cent) will rise further, 
and probable that it will begin 
to drop back. That is, consumer 
spending in the next year or 
two will rise, at most, about as 
fast as total GNP.” 
Most attempts to dope out 
what the consumer will do 
focus on the rate of savings, 
which fell to a very low level of 


4.8 per cent of income in the 
first quarter of 1977, compared 
to a more normal 6.5 to 7 per 
cent. 


Those who foresee a slow­ 
down in consumer spending are 
inclined to base at least part of 
their argument on the assump­ 
tion that a return to a more 
typical savings pattern is al­ 
most inevitable. 
Others are less certain. 


Goldman Sachs, the secu­ 
rities firm, even wonders if a 
new pattern of less saving 
might be developing because of 
a shift in population “toward 
the relatively young and old 
who tend to be dissavers, and 
the increasing role of social in­ 
surance programs, which re­ 
duces the need for some per­ 
sonal savings.” 
The level of consumer debt is 
also a focus of analyses.

The 225 prisoners in the unit 
t an leave the hall only for 
meats and one hour of 
recreation on Sunday eve-

Protecting inmates from 
violence is s concern in every 
prison, but the concern is 
heightened among Missouri 
prison officials because the 
prison is above capacity. The 
state penitentiary is designed 
to hold 1,650 prisoners. As of 
July I, there w oe 2,500 
prisoners in the penitentiary, 
and the prison population 
increases by 20 inmates each 
month. 


Prisoners who otter wise 
would live atone have been 
forced to share cells. Most 
people connected with the 
priaon say file crowded living 
conditions 
contribute 
to 
tension and violence. 
“There isn’t anyone here 
who doesn’t have fear. When 
you go to your cell and you 
can't be atone, fiult’s what 
causes tension,” says Ronald 
Rogers, who is serving a life 
sentence for murder. 
But as the number of 
prisoners at the penitentiary 
has increased, the number of 
guards — corrections officers 
as they preferred to be called 
—has not. 


The ratio of prisoners to 
correction officers in the 
penitentiary is 10 to 1, says 
Ewing Gourley,

“Fakes are inevitable,“ says 
Milan gallery owner Philippe 
Faverio, “because there is a 
demand for them." 
De Chirico, a contemporary 
of Picasso, is considered an 
ideal target: his works are in 
wide demand, a canvas that 
fetched $5,000 a decade ago 
now commanding 20 times that 
much. He is known for fast au­ 
thentic reproductions of many, 
of his own works, thus encour­ 
aging a market for unauth­ 
orized copies. 
Art critics say museums, gal­ 
leries and private collectors in 
Italy. Europe and the United 
States should do well in ascer­ 
taining the authenticity of De 
Chirico and other contemporary 
paintings. 
What lets fakers get away 
with counterfeit paintings is 
that they do more than just 
produce near-perfect phonies; 
they also forge, with equal 
competence, documents from 
art experts, galleries and even 
notaries attesting to the authen- 


and documents and sales per­ 
sonnel as aggressive as if their 
products were real. 


Some galleries complain of 
difficulty

The only one who would know 
for sure are the painters them­ 
selves and. said one gallery 
owner, "We have to wait for 
months for De Chirico to have 
a painting checked.”

Corrections officers are 
difficult to hire because their 


salaries are too low, says Bill 
Armontrout, associate warden 
of the penitentiary. The of­ 
ficer’s salary is $62$ a month. 
He 
argues 
that 
the 
legislature has not give 
corrections officials enough 
money to hire more officers. 
Armontrout says there is “no 
way we can compete” with 
other employers if officers are 
paid that salary. 
Although the crowding 
problem is the most serious at 
the Jefferson City peniten­ 
tiary, all of Missouri’s prisons 
are overpopulated. 
The state’s institutions are 
designed to house 3,800 
prisoners, but on June 21 there 
were 5,032 inmates in the 
prison system. Prison officials 
have adjusted the living 
arrangements to hold the 
excess 
population, 
but, 
Gourley says, they will be able 
to find space for only 114 more 
prisoners. 
For the last seven years 
Missouri officials have tried to 
build a prison to hold the in­ 
creasing number of inmates. 
Construction has been blocked 
this year because legislators 
cannot agree on whether to 
put a medium-security prison 
in an urban area or build a 
maximum-security prison in 
rural central Missouri. 
While the state legislators 
wrangle over construction of a 
new prison, the number of 
prisoners increases each 
month. By August, corrections 
officials expect Missouri will 
have more prisoners than it 
has space to house. 
But even if legislators agree 
this year, construction of a 
prison could not be completed 
before 1961 when prison of­ 
ficials estimate the population 
will reach 7,800 to 8,000. 
Until a new prison can be 
built, corrections officials are 
planning 
to 
relieve 
the 
crowded prison conditions by 
assigning sane inmates to 
minimum-custody 
prisons. 


Corrections is trying to find 
existing facilities in urban 
areas that can be developed 
into 
minimum-custody 
prisons. 
Each facility would house 
200 inmates who have less 
than one year of their sen­ 
tences left to serve. There are 
1,280 inmates housed in the 
state’s 
mCdium-security 
prisons who could be moved 
into the proposed minimum- 
security facilities. Medium- 
security prisoners who are 
now in the Jefferson City 
penitentiary would be moved 
from there into the medium- 
security prisons 
The 
legislature 
ap­ 
propriated $1.9 million this 
year for the minimum-custody 
housing and corrections of­ 
ficials hope to have two units 
ready in six months. 


Along with the money for 
the minimum-custody units, 
corrections officials wanted 
the legislature to appropriate 
money to build two medium- 
security prisons. But that 
money was blocked because 
the Senate wants to build 
anotner maximum-security 
prison in central Missouri 
If the legislature does not 
act to reduce the over­ 
population further, it may be 
forced to act by a federal 
court.

The 
American 
Civil 
Liberties Union has filed a 
class action suit in the 8th 
District federal court which 
charges living in the crowded 
prison is cruel and unusual 
punishment. 
lawyers are still seeking 
evidence for the case and they 
are not sure how soon it will be 
heard. 
A federal judge recently 
ruled Alabama's crowded 
prisons 
were 
“cruel 
and 
unusual punishment.” 
The 
judge’s court order 
said 
Alabama could accept no new 
prisoners 
until the inmate 
population is no greater than 
the design capacity for each 
facility." 
The excess population in the 
largest Alabama prison was 
half the excess in the Missouri 
State Penitentiary.

Time to begin checking early 
sorghum crop for sorghum midge 


TIME TO BEGIN 
by John D. Garrett 
..Most of the early planted 
grain sorghum is heading out 
now and blooming. We have not 
had any reports of heavy midge 
infestations, but fields should be 
checked for this insect. Nor­ 
mally, we do not expect any 
midge problems on milo that 
heads out by July 20. However, I 
have had reports from New 
Madrid and Pemiscot counties 
that midge are present in a few 
fields, but at low populations. 
Any grain sorghum that heads 
after July 20 will likely have 
some midge on it. Just because a 
few midge are present does not 
always mean it needs spraying. 
In fact, I have not recommended 
spraying any 
early 
planted 
grain sorghum the past three 
years. But this does not mean 
treatment won’t be needed this 
year. Anainsecticide should not 
be applied until the midge are 
causing economic damage. We 
need to keep as many beneficial 
insects alive as possible to 
control aphids and other har­ 
mful insects. 
The midge is a minute red­ 
bodied fly. Eggs are laid in the 
seed husks of the sorghum head 
at about the time it begins to 
bloom and pollinate. One female 
can lay from 30 to 200 or more 
eggs. The adult midge lives only 
one to two days. Control is 
aimed at killing the adults 
before eggs are laid. 
Sorghum is subject to medge 
dam age 
only 
during 
the 
blooming and pollination stage. 
Theis stage lasts for about 10 
days in a uniformly headed 
field. It may last as long as three 
weeks 
in 
fields 
that 
head 
uniformly 
because of dry 
westher 
or 
where sorghum 
came up over a long period after 
planting. 
To check for midge, take a 
large clear plastic bag<about a 
me-gal Ion siz). Slip the bag 
down over a head and clamp it 


with one hand below the head. 
Slap the head two or three times. 
Any midge will fly up into the 
bag where they can be readily 
seen and counted. Check 40-50 
heads in different parts of a 
field. 
Usually early in the 
morning or late in the evening is 
the best time to check. An 
average midge count of 1 to 2 per 
head will justify spraying for 
control. 
For control, direct a spray 
onto the emerging heads. It is 
very important to time the 
applications so that the first is 
applied at approximately 50 per 
cent head emergence and the 
second if needed, three to five 
days later or by the time 90 per 
cent of the heads have emerged 
from the boot. One or two ap­

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High court upholds 
collector’s decision

(AP) — The Missouri Supreme 
Court held today that St. Louis 
County 
Revenue 
Collector 
George Leachman had the right 
to require St. Johns’s Mercy 
Hospital to pay property taxes 
on a hospital nursing school 
building converted to other 
uses. 
In the 6-1 decison, the high 
court held that because the hos­ 
pital had converted the building 
so that part of it was used by a 
private pharmacy and private 
doctors' offices it no longer 
qualified for a tax exemption 
under provisions that it was 
being used “exclusively for 
purposes purely charitable.” 
The court held that the issue 
was not the ownership of the 
building by a chartible organ­ 
ization but the purposes the 
building was used for. 
Judge John Bardgett, in his 
dissent, said the court should 
have ordered a partial tax ex­ 
emption for the portion of the 
building used for hospital pur-

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poses exclusively. 
“On my opinion, the value of 
those premises (property) used 
for charitable purposes should 
be exempt regardless of wheth­ 
er they happen to be part of the

building,”

by the court would require the 
“overrulling of a number of 
cases.” 
But the majority opinion, 
written by Judge Albert Ren- 
dlen, pointed out that 56 per 
cent of the building was being 
used for private purposes. The 
opinion reiterated that tax laws 
must be interpreted strictly. 
In other decisions, the court: 
—Overturned the murder con­ 
viction of David Lee Amos of 
Kansas City and ordered a new 
trial, ruling that Circuit Court 
Judge James Moore improperly 
allowed the jury to receive ad­ 
ditional instructions two hours 
after it began deliberating. The 
court said that additional in­ 
struction was unfair to Amos, 
who was charged with the 1974 
stabbing death of Josephine 
Foster. 
—Ruled that grand juries do 
not have the power to issue a 
report accusing a public official 
of wrongdoing if the report is 
not in the form of an in­ 
dictment. The court said re­ 
ports of wrongdoing without an 
indictment prohibit the person 
accused from defending himself 
against the charges. 
—Rejected the Missouri Pub­ 
lic Service Commission’s re­ 
quest for a review of the high 
court’s decison last month in­ 
validating the method used by 
the PSC to decide cases before 
it. The court originally held 
that the PSC’s method of rota­ 
tional voting where commis­ 
sioners review proposed deci­ 
sions and then check a slip of 
paper as to whether they agree 
or disagree violated the state's 
open meetings law.

But House Speaker Kenneth 
Rothman said he had received 
no guarantees from Senate 
leaders that they would abide 
by any special groups’ recom­ 
mendations. Rothman also de­ 
clined to commit himself to 
support any such recommenda­ 
tions, saying only that he would 
give them great weight. 
The 
House 
and 
Senate 
reached an impasse during the 
closing weeks of the recent le- 
gisative session over the new 
prison, the House holding out 
for a medium security prison in 
an urban area and the Senate 
wanting a maximum security 
facility in mid-Missouri. 
The deadlock also resulted in 
the death of a $120 million bill 
to fund state building mainte­ 
nance and construction for the 
next 12 months. 
“Citizen input will take politi­ 
cs out of the controversy,” 
Rothman said. “I urge the gov­ 
ernor to put the issue in the 
hands of a group of citizens 
who have the public's best in­ 
terests at heart.” 
Rothman said he hoped the 
nine-member panel would be 
set up soon and could make its 
recommendations 
by 
mid-September. At that time 
Teasdale could call the legisla­ 
ture into special session. The 
governor, who was in Washing­ 
ton, DC., Friday, has said he 
will not recall lawmakers until 
the dispute over the prison is 
resolved. 
"If it doesn't resolve the is­ 
sue,” said Democratic Floor 
Leader Joe Holt of Fulton 
about the commission proposal, 
“we're in no worse shape than 
we are now and at least we 
tried something.”

The 
trans-Alaska pipeline will be 
put back in operation “in days, 
not weeks,” after a deadly ex­ 
plosion that halted the flow of 
oil through the massive engi­ 
neering project. 
Edward L Patton, chief exec­ 
utive officer of the Alyeska 
Pipeline Service Co., said Sat­ 
urday he couldn't give a pre­ 
cise time for start-up because 
several federal agencies will 
want to review the plan before 
it is implemented. But he said 
the delay will be measured in 
days. 
Patton also said the explosion 
at Pump Station No. 8 is “prob­ 
ably going to come down to hu­ 
man error.” 
Meanwhile, 
state 
officials 
said the pipeline could resume 
operation in less than a week if 
engineers are able to bypass 
the station which was demoli­ 
shed in the blast. 
In Washington, the Depart­ 
ment of Transportation con­ 
firmed that the pipeline itself 
apparently was intact, despite 
Friday’s blast which killed one 
workman and injured five. 
It was the second major mis­ 
hap forcing a pipeline shutdown 
in less than a week at Pump 
Station No. 8, about 41 miles 
southeast of Fairbanks at mile 
488 on the 800-mile, $7.7 billion 
line. 
Damage will exceed $5 mil­ 
lion, a spokeswoman for Al­ 
yeska, the consortium of oil 
companies running the pipeline, 
said Saturday. 
The explosion apparently was 
touched off when oil leaked 
through a malfunctioning check 
valve into the pumphouse and 
ignited. It reduced the building 
to a twisted, blackened maze of 
steel. 
State Public Safety Commis­ 
sioner Richard Burton said offi­ 
cials did not believe sabotage 
was involved. He said it “was 
strictly an industrial accident 
... It was just one of those ac­ 
cidents.” 
The tremendous blast was 
heard six miles away. Burning 
oil flowed from the shattered 
building and destroyed thousa­ 
nds of dollars worth of pipeline 
construction equipment and a 
stand of birch trees. One pipe­ 
line worker outside of the pump 
house, said: “It was just like 
one of those atomic bombs go­ 
ing off. It just boiled and boiled 
up into the sky.” 
Units from the fire depart­ 
ment at nearby Eieison Air 
Force Base were on the scene 
within 
minutes, 
but 
were 
unable to save the pump house 
and concentrated on surround­ 
ing property. 
The dead man, burned be­ 
yond recognition, was identified 
by a check of employes known 
to have been in the building as 
technician Charles C. Lindsey, 
39, of Fairbanks. 
An inspection team, mean­ 
while, reported that other cru- 
1 


cial facilities near the main 
pump building apparently were 
not seriously damaged. That 
meant it should be possible to 
bypass 
the damaged pump 
building, 
although 
Alyeska 
Pipeline Service Co. was un­ 
willing to estimate when oil 
flow would resume. 
But Chuck Champion, state 
pipeline coordinator, said the 
shutdown might be less than a 
week if engineers were able to 
bypass the damaged building. 
Alyeska had been a few hours 
ahead of its timetable for get­ 
ting oil to Valdez before the ex­ 
plosion forced the shutdown of 
oil flow. Oil movement began 
June 20. and Alyeska had pre­ 
dicted that it would take about 
30 days to reach the port of 
Valdez. 
An Alyeska official said, "We 
can overcome" the latest prob­ 
lem 
But he said the con­ 
sortium did not want to under­ 
estimate the problem. 
Shortly after the first shut­ 
down Monday, nececesitated 
when liquid nitrogen cracked a 
pipe section ahead of the oil, 
Alyeska had estimated it would 
last 11-13 hours. Management 
officials became more cautious 
as the breakdown stretched out 
over 2'a days. 
After an inspection team tou­ 
red the pump station complex 
Saturday, Alyeska said it ap­ 
peared the manifold station, 
main pipeline, control room 
and booster pump buildings 
were intact. 
The most crucial facility was 
the manifold station, which acts 
like a switching station on a 
railroad. The main 48-inch pipe­ 
line goes into the manifold sta­ 
tion and then is routed to the 
pump building and back to the 
station. 
Officials said it would be pos­ 
sible to simply turn a valve at 
the manifold station and divert 
the oil past the pump station. 
Alyeska has 12 pump stations 
along the route, each equipped 
with one or more pumps that 
develop 13,500-horsepower. The 
pumps are used to push the oil 
through the line. 
Presumably some of the oth­ 
er pump stations can take up 
the slack. However, not all 12 
pump stations are operational. 
So it was not immediately 
known exactly how Alyeska 
would replace the lost pumping 
pressure. 
Startup was able to begin 
without all 12 pump stations op­ 
erating, because full power is 
needed only when full f4ow is 
reached. The pipeline is de­ 
signed to handle 2 million bar­ 
rels, but initial flow was only to 
total 600,000 barrels. 
Jack Blue, a control room 
worker at the pump station, 
said the pressure in the line 
dropped minutes before the 
Mast. He said the oil flow was 
stopped and a crew started to 
check a huge filter located in 
the line just ahead of the pump­ 
ing units to see if it was 


clogged. 
He said that without warning 
crude oil under pressure sta rt­ 
ed flowing into the pump room. 
As workm en dashed for safety, 
the oil or heavy fumes which 
filled the pump house ignited 
with explosive force. An elabo­ 
rate autom atic chem ical fire 
fighting system built into the 
building was blown away 
One strand of burning oil flo­ 
wed into a pit excavated earlier 
this week to replace a cracked 
section of the pipeline Alyeska 
said the crack had been caused 
when supercold liquid nitrogen 


was pumped into the pipe in­ 
stead of the regular nitrogen 
gas Nitrogen gas. which adopts

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Water fluoridation 
controversy goes on 


ATLANTA (AP) - Dentists 
said it would prevent tooth de­ 
cay. Opponents feared it was a 
communist plot. But despite the 
controversy of the 1950s and 
1960s, the fluoridation of water 
has spread across the country. 
To date, 6,795 American com­ 
munities have fluoridated water 
— up from 5,000 in 1971 — says 
the federal Center for Disease 
Control here. Officials of the 
center also report that the flu 
oride issue is alive and kicking 
in several parts of the country 
"Some of this is due to ultra­ 
conservatism and some can be 
attributed to misinformed pub­ 
lic officials,'' said Dr. William 
Bock, chief of dental disease 
prevention at the CDC. 
“Some research discrediting 
the good that fluoridation does 
is given great publicity, but 
many other studies which re 
fute the charges are never cir­ 
culated.’’ he said in an inter­ 
view “This is one ol the great 
problems. There still are na­ 


tionwide efforts to try to ban 
fluoridation.” 
According to the CDC, more 
than 105 million persons in the 
United States live in commu­ 
nities that have fluoridated wa­ 
ter, a 6.4 per cent increase over 
the number in 1969. 
The federal figures, current 
as of Dec. 31, 1975, show that in 
addition to the communities 
that 
fluoridate 
their water, 
there are 2,630 communities 
that have a natural fluoride 
level that provides the same 
protection. 
Doctors and dentists widely 
accept fluoridation as the best 
way to prevent tooth decay. 
The American Medical Associ­ 
ation’s Drug Evaluations man­ 
ual refers to fluoride as an “es­ 
sential nutrient." 
There is considerable con­ 
troversy within the medical 
profession over the value of flu­ 
oride treatment in helping the 
body retain calcium and pre­ 
vent or alleviate bone diseases.

Can shale gas fill our fuel needs?

L E X IN G T O N , Ky. - 
(NEA) — Energy shortage? 
DeWitt Langford believes 
there is merely a shortage of 
faith. He is a longtime fuel ex­ 
plorer who insists that God, 
"the Great Geologist,” was no 
dummy: "He made plenty of 
the stuff. All He asks is that 
we look for it. The thing is, we 
have to start looking in 
different places.” 
Langfottl, 74, looked for oil 
in Texas and Oklahoma for 
more than a half century. Now 
he is looking for natural gas in 
Kentucky. Many say he’s 
crazy, that Kentucky is a coal 
tftate, but Langford isn’t 
tistening: ‘‘Where God put 
coal, he put gas; 1 say that if 
We start looking here in Ken­ 
tucky, we’ll be awash with 
natural gas.” 
Theology aside, there is 
growing scientific opinion that 
gupports DeWitt Langford’s 
View. No less a body than the 
U.S. Energy Research and 
Development Administration 
(ERDA) suggests that Ken­ 
tucky and 12 o th er Ap­ 
palachian states are floating 
on enough untapped gas to 
supply the nation's needs for 
perhaps 60 years. 
Experts say the gas is 
secured in 160,000 square 
miles of Devonian shale. The 
shale is a dense, clastic for­ 
mation created 350 million 
years ago when Appalachia 
was under sea water. The 
rock deposit now stretches 
from Western New York to 
central Alabama, and ranges 
in thickness from a few feet to 
nearly two miles. 
As to its lode, no one is cer­ 
tain. But ERDA believes

world. Also. ERDA adds, 
there are enormous quantities 
of natural gas dissolved in 
water both on and offshore, a 
source that to date hasn't 
yielded a single BTU in 
anyone's home. 
ERDA experts are quick to 
point out that not all the gas is 
recoverable. 
Technology is 
sufficient now to retrieve 
merely a fraction of it. In the 
case of Devonian shale, for 
exam ple. ERDA project 
director William Overby says 
perhaps only one third of the 
trapped gas is recoverable: 
others say perhaps only 5-10 
per cent.

there may be more natural 
gas in the shale than presently 
exists in all other known U.S. 
reserves (216 trillion cubic 
feet). Some researchers think 
the shale contains up to 1,200 
trillion cubic feet (tcf) of gas. 
which if consumed could meet 
America’s current demand 
until the year 2040. 
That there is at least some 
gas available is not doubted 
The shale has been mined to 
some extent for more than 50 
years. As many as 700,000 
wells have been drilled in the 
Devonian deposits, and a few 
of them still profit after 
decades of operation. Present­ 
ly, about 75 per cent of Ken­ 
tucky’s gas production is 
thanks to the shale field. 
And yet. though it’s there, 
the Devonian gas has been 
mostly ignored. The reason is 
that it is difficult to extract in 
great quantities. Large com­ 
panies would rather explore in 
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soft sandstone than in hard 
shale. DeWitt Langford says 
many drillers have for years 
bored through the shale to get 
to easier gas deposits un­ 
derneath. 
Occasionally there are gaps 
in the shale which do house 
easily recoverable gas. More 
often the gas is embedded in 
cracks and crevices and yields 
only to wells that cut across 
the sources and collect the 
bounty in dribs and drabs. And 
too, great amounts of gas 
simply cling to the rock and 
thus may never be commer­ 
cially available. 
Currently, there are three 
ways to get the gas. One is by 
tapping natural fractures in 
the rock. Another is to force 
water into a drillhole and split 
the rock laterally for miles. 
The third is to drill, then stuff 
the chamber with as much as 
10,000 pounds of nitroglycerin: 
that shatters the rock to 
create a collection cistern. 
However, each method has 
some degree of a common dis­ 
advantage. That is: no method 
can yet produce wells that 
deliver enough gas to interest 
large exploration operations. 
Hence, the government has 
gotten into the act: ERDA is 
now budgeting |16 million an­ 
nually to study the shale 
potential and to encourage its 
eventual utilization. 
Such utilization may be 
critically needed, say the 
federal researchers. Natural 
gas provides America with 33 
per cent of its fuel needs. 
Moreover, it is a critical ele­ 
ment in the manufacture of 
more than 3.500 products — 
from crayons to liquid fer­ 
tilizer — and thus provides 
salaries or commodities for 
nearly every American. 
So it is that those involved in 
th e 
ERDA 
stu d y 
a r e 
enthusiastic about gas ex­ 
ploration. and not just as it 
regards Devonian shale. 
Agency researchers believe 
dean natural gas, not dirty 
coal, may yet see the nation 
through the short term energy 


crisis: all told, they say. the 
U.S. may have 50.000 tcf of 
gas. enough for 2.500 years. 
Actually, some ERDA peo­ 
ple believe the amount of 
natural gas under global soil 
(or water) is inexhaustible. 
One ranking administrator at 
E R D A ’s West Virginia 
research center says he has 
seat figures which indicate 
that “as much as a trillion 
million cubic feet of gas” is 
now waiting for harvest 
beneath the planet's crust. 
ERDA says that almost all 
of this gas is in places where 
people aren't looking. Such as 
in U.S. "tight sand fields, as 
in coal seams throughout the 


Stili. even a piece ot an 
ocean can be an enormous 
lake If 60 years of Devonian 
shale is available, a third of it 
is still 20 years If 2.500 years 
of gas exists overall, a small 
part would see the nation 
through many centuries 
“God doesn't promise it all."

‘Catch 22’ slows sewer plans for small Missouri towns

JEFFERSON CITY — The 
first step o community takes 
when it wants to improve its 
sewer system is to determine 
its needs and priorities, usual­ 
ly with the help of an engineer­ 
ing firm. 
Small communities in Mis­ 


souri have two choices in pay­ 
ing for this first step. They can 
try to raise the necessary 
funds themselves, or they can 
face a long wait after applying 
for a federal grant. 
James Odendahl, director of 
staff, Missouri Clean Water 
Commission, says small com­ 
munities without sewer sys­ 
tems may have to wait as long 


as ten years to get federal 
money to pay for the engineer­ 
ing process. 
For this reason, the Mis­ 
souri Department erf Natural 
Resources encourages small 
towns to pay for the engineer­ 
ing phase themselves and try 
to get federal money later for 
designing and building the 
system, Odendahl says. 


The Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency (EPA) provides 
funds for die sewer system. 
Step one is to conduct an engi­ 
neering 
study 
outlining 
recommendations for the 
most efficient method of build­ 
ing a system. 
Consulting engineers esti­ 
mate a study can cost from 
about $2,000 to $6,000 or more, 


depending on the size and 
needs of thé community. 
After step one is approved, 
communities can begin the 
second step — designing the 
system. Construction plans 
and specifications are drawn 
up and sent out for bids. When 
step two is approved, towns 
can begin step three — actual 
construction of a sewer sys- 


tem. 
Missouri wastewater treat­ 
ment construction projects* 
will be funded out of approxi­ 
mately $20 million in com­ 
bined state and federal funds 
this year. Next year, unantici­ 
pated $80 million will be avail­ 
able for sewer construction 
grants. 
Three per cent of this gen­ 


eral fund is set aside as a re­ 
serve fund for small, unsew- 
ered communities on a first- 
come, first-serve basis.

Police arrest Kent State dem onstrators 


KENT, Ohio (AP) — Police arm ed only 
with nightsticks moved across the Kent 
State University campus today, arresting 
between 125 and 150 protesters defying a 
court order to abandon a tent city on the site 
where four students were killed seven years 
ago. 


Those arrested included fathers of two of 
the slain students. The last two persons tak­ 
en into custody were in wheel chairs. 


After completing the arrests, deputies 
prepared to rope off the area and remove 
the tents 
There was little resistance from the 


protesters, who had prepared them selves 
for the confrontation by linking arm s and 
legs to form a square. As police took the 
dem onstrators into custody one by one. they 
either walked or were carried to waiting 
buses to be taken to the county jail. 


The dem onstrators have been protesting 
the pending construction of a $6 million 
annex to a gymnasium near the site of the 
deaths and the wounding of nine others by 
National G uard troops during an antiw ar 
protest on May 4,1970. 


A judge had ordered the protesters to 
leave the encam pm ent, but also ordered the 


university to delay construction of the gym. 
The arrests began about half an hour 
after the 8 a.m. deadline set by a county 
judge. Before police moved in, the pro­ 
testers were read the judge’s order to leave 
the area and then individual copies were 
distributed 
Dem onstrators collected the 
copies and deposited them in a w aste can. 
Shortly before the 8 a m deadline, more 
than 100 persons had moved to the crest of a 
hill overlooking the site w here the students 
had been shot Faculty observers wearing 
yellow arm bands watched. 
Residents of the m akeshift tent city had 
voted Monday night to defy the court order 


to leave the cam pus before the deadline. 
Portage County Common Pleas Court 
Judge Joseph Kainrad issued a tem porary 
restraining 
order 
Monday 
afternoon 
directing m em bers of the May Fourth 
Coalition to leave by 8 a m today after 61 
days of protest. 
But in a concession to the dem onstrators, 
K ainrad also enjoined the university from 
starting construction, at least until a July 21 
hearing is held to discuss the gym 's 
location 
The university contends the annex would 
be no closer than 120 feet to the slaying site 
on Blanket Hill 


About 100 dem onstrators have camped 
out on the hill since May 12, contending the 
construction would desecrate the area of the 
slayings, which they want preserved as a 
memorial 
The gathering has frequently 
grown to 300 during the day 
Portage County Sheriff Allen McKitnck, 
whom the judge placed in charge of clearing 
the hill, had said that arresting officers 
would not carry guns, in contrast to the 
confrontation seven years ago when demon­ 
strators protesting the war in Vietnam were 
fired on by National Guardsm en 
Attorney Bill Whitaker, who represented 
dem onstrators in court Monday, said the 


judge could have them sent to jail for up to 
10 days on contempt of court charges But 
he said they probably would be set free on 
bond to await sentencing

WAGE RAISE 
RAISES PROBLEM 
' The federal government, it is often urged, should be the 
nation’s “ employer of last resort” — charged with the 
responsibility of providing jobs and income for those 
Americans unable to find employment on their own. 
Much social legislation in recent years has been directed 
toward increasing that responsibility. 
If anybody can be called the “employer of first resort,” 
it has to be the foodservice (restaurant) industry, whose 
5&0.000 independent operators employ more than 8 
million people in full-time and part-tim e capacities, 
many of them younger or unskilled workers in entry- 
level positions — busboys, waitresses, etc. 
For exam ple, while teen-agers m ake up only 10 per 
cent of the nation’s workforce, they constitute a third of 
the foodservice workforce. 
Unfortunately, a piece of legislation being considered 
by the employer of last resort could seriously and ad­ 
versely affect the role of the employer of first resort. 
This is H R 3744, a three-pronged bill, each point of 
which, says the foodservice industry, stabs where it 
hurts. 
First, the bill calls for an increase in the federal 
minimum wage from $2.30 to $2 85 an hour — a 24 per 
cent advance — within 30 days of enactm ent. This would 
peg the minimum wage at 55 per cent of the $5.19 average 
wage (including overtime) in m anufacturing. 
Second, beginning in January 1978 and each January 
after that, the minimum wage would be "indexed” to 60 
per cent of the m anufacturing wage average, meaning 
another increase of 16 to 19 per cent next January. 
With the indexing provision, wages in the labor- in­ 
tensive foodservice industry, with its low productivity 
per worker, would be perm anently tied to wages in 
highly productive industries. Foodservice operators 
•complain that they would be forced to raise wages each 
year because of collective bargaining gains won by 
workers in m ore technological, autom ated industries, 
but with little hope of raising productivity. 
Third, H R. 3744 would elim inate the tip credit, which 
enables restaurant m anagem ent to pay less than the 
minimum wage to employes who receive tips. Currently, 
if an employe earns tips equal to at least half the 
minimum wage, these tips are considered part of his or 
her income and the em ployer pays the rem aining 50 per 
cent in actual wages. 
This system ensures total income to every worker at 
least equal to the minimum wage. In practice, the 31 per 
cent of foodservice workers who are tipped earn about 61 
per cent m ore than their nontipped coworkers. 
If the tip credit is repealed, employes would im­ 
mediately face more than a doubling in labor costs for 
tipped employes — that is, loss of the present $1.15 credit 
plus the 24 per cent increase over the current minimum 
wage. 
What would happen ? According to the National 
Restaurant Association, some 700,000 foodservice jobs 
would be lost if restaurant operators cut employment to 
keep their labor costs constant. It says the additional 
wages would cost the industry $3.9 billion, which could 
only be m et by cutting personnel or raising menu prices, 
or both. 
It cites the experience of California, which last year 
raised its minimum wages by 25 per cent and repealed a 
25- cent tip credit. Two-thirds of the restaurants sam pled 
in a study had red u c ed their staff requirem ents by an 
average of 50 hours per week, or the equivalent of 36,000 
restaurant jot« 
The U.S. Chamber of Com m erce estim ates that 
passage of H R. 3744 would cause nationwide em ­ 
ployment opportunities in all industries to be reduced by 
2.7 million jobs. 
At a tim e when the United States is com batting both 
high inflation and unemployment rates — the latter an 
unacceptable 19 per cent — for teen-agers overall and 37 
per cent for minority youths — H R. 3744. says its critics,

Bloomfield girl 
has Olympic dream

BLOOMFIELD-Anne Williams has dreams of performing in 
the Olympics someday. It’s a dream that she knows might not 
come true, despite her hardest efforts. 
But if she does make it to the most prestigious track meet in the 
world someday, and if she does win a medal for the United States 
in the javelin throw, her countrymen can thank a movie in a 
seventh-grade physical education class. 
“ They showed us a movie about the Junior Olympica,” said 
Miss Williams, a 15-year-old from Bloomfield, who was im­ 
pressed enough by the flick to pursue track when a summer 
program was begun in her hometown. 
Hard work and good coaching have combined with Anne’s 
natural talent to produce this year’s Region Eight champion in 
the Womens Intermediate Division of the javelin throw in the 
Junior Olympics Anne will be competing in the AAU Junior 
Olympic National Championship meet at the University of 
Nebraska at Lincoln on August 13 and 14. The most important 
youth track meet in the country will be televised by NBC. 


At the Regional meet, Anne tossed the 7Vi-foot spear 116’3” . 
establishing a new Region 8 championship meet record and 
outdistancing the nearest competitor by six feet. That was July 2 
at Norma a Oklahoma. Now, her sights are set on the Nationals. 


“ There’s a satisfaction in knowing you’re the best in four 
states,” said the articulate and pretty athlete, who has only been 
throwing the javelin for two years. 
It was no accident that Anne took up the event in 1975. 
“ She had all the characteristics of a javellne thrower," said 
Glen Francis, a 28-year-old who coached the successful 
Bloomfield Track Club. Athletes coached by Francis have won 17 
Ozark AAU District championships in the five years since he 
started the program. 
“ She runs well, and she’s strong,” continued Francis about one 
of his prize athletes “ She is ideally suited for it (the javeline).” 
So when the Bloomfield Track Club acquired a girls javelin to 
practice with, it was decided that Anne Williams would be a 
javelin thrower. It didn't take long for Francis to find out that he 
had made a good decision 
After one week of practice, Anne threw in her first competitive 
meet Still awkward and learning the very fundamentals of the 
event, she finished second. And after two more weeks of working 
at the javeline, Francis entered her in the Ozark District meet at 
Poplar Bluff. With only three weeks of experience behind her, the 
rapidly-improving blonde won the meet. She threw 90'8” to 
obliterate the existing meet record by almost 23 feet. And Glen 
Francis knew he had something special on his hands 
Anne has not even begun to reach her potential, Francis 
pointed out. "She’s been improving from 12 to 15 feet every year, 
and she still has some minor bugs in her technique,” said the 
former Southeast Missori State University graduate assistant, 
who teaches at Bloomfield Elementary sch o o l and coaches varsity 
golf, tennis and junior high basketball at the high school. The 
school will begin track and field on the varsity level in the spring, 
and G len was chosen to head the program. 
Francis said that her distance would continue to improve as 
she learns the finer points of throwing the javelin, adding that 
natural physical maturity would also be a boost to the per 
formance of the 5-7, 130 pounder “ She’s just starting lifting 
weights this week,'' Glen noted, saying that Anne has about ten 
more years before her body reaches its peak condition 
physically. 
And at the rate of Anne's improvement, she might be a world 
class thrower in three years, putting her In fine company. And if 
she continues to make progress at her current rate, the Olympics 
may not be as much a dream as they sound now 
As a 13-year old, in her first year as a javelin thrower, Anne 
ranked fifth nationally in the Junior Division (12-13). She was 
23rd last year in her first year in the Intermediate Division <14- 
15) and hopes to do much better this year. 
“ Anything would be good.” said Francis about his hopes for 
Miss Williams at Lincoln, pointing out that she will be the first 
Ozark District girl to go the Nationals in a field event since 
Crystal City's Pam Underwood won the shot put in 1968 
“ If she throws up to her capabilities, she could hit 125 feet ” 
Such a throw might be good for as high as fifth place, he said 
Anne, who also throws the discus and shot put, was reminded of 
the fact that the National finals would be on television coast-to- 
coast. “ I don't like it,” said the shy young lady emphatically 
But Anne had better get used to the idea of being on television-- 
especially if she wants to be in the Olympics someday.

WASHINGTON - <NEA> - Congress is full of nervous 
politicians these days, but few are as jumpy as the man who 
replaced Vice President Walter F Móndale in the Senate And 
with good cause 
The voters of Minnesota, who are uncommonly fussy about 
who represents them, have by no means forgiven former 
Democratic Gov Wendell Anderson for effectively appointing 
himself to Móndale s old seat 
Simply put. they think it was a tacky thing to do - a reaction 
that has been widely shared by voters elsewhere in com­ 
parable situations in the past 
Only one state governor in this century — Happy Chandler of 
Kentucky — ever won election to the Senate after first having 
himself appointed to fill a vacancy Eight others were rebuff­ 
ed at the polls as soon as they had to face the voters 
Anderson knew ail this when he decided last winter to grab 
Móndale s seat himself instead of appointing either a care­ 
taker or a serious contender to the job But like others 
before him. he was convinced he could overcome voter resent­ 
ment 
There are signs that he may have miscalculated 
Throughout his six years as governor, Anderson aiwavs 
drew higher positive than negative ratings in periodic public 
opinion polls conducted for the Minneapolis Tribune 
But last month, in the first Minnesota Poll measuring his 
performance in the Senate. 40 per cent of those surveyed gave 
him only fair to poor marks, compared with 32 per cent who 
said he was doing a good or excellent job An unusually high 28 
per cent had no opinion 
Republicans, both in Minnesota and in Washington seized 
upon the new poll with glee “ I think Anderson is in big trou 
ble We've got our best shot in a quarter of a century to elect a 
Republican to the Senate next year." said the outgoing GOP 
state chairman. Chuck Slocum 
Democratic-Farmer-Labor Party officials in Minnesota 
readily concede that stale voters, including members of their 
own party, are still miffed at Anderson for appointing himself 
But they believe he can overcome the handicap to defeat an\ 
primary challengers or GOP candidates who go after him next 
year 
The most likely Republican opponent is Rudy Boschwitz 
GOP national committeeman and millionaire owner of a pop 
ular plywood concern Although Boschwitz is not a favorite of 
party regulars, who would prefer Rep Bill Frenzel R Minn 
he is widely known statewide because of his company s 
massive advertising — most of which features none other than 
Rudy Boschwitz 
Ironically, Anderson's biggest problem at the moment ma\ 
not be Republican Rudy Boschwitz so much as Democrat 
Rudy Perpich — his former lieutenant who succeeded him as 
governor.

Crusader vs. the ‘DDS monopoly’ 
Law puts bite on ‘updated tooth fairy’

Smith asked to live 
in the unit after an inmate 
threatened to kill him when 
Smith reported him for steal­ 
ing his watch. 
“I have a wife and two kids 
1 can't take a chance on what 


might happen out there,”

murders and right serious 
injuries from assaults since 
January.

The court held that the issue 
was not the ownership of the 
building by a chartibie organ­ 
ization but the purposes the 
building was used for 
Judge John Bardgett, in his 
dissent, said the court should 
have ordered a partial tax ex­ 
emption for the portion of the 
building used for hospital pur- 
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poses exclusively. 
“On my opinion, the value of 
those premises (property) used 
for charitable purposes should 
be exempt regardless of wheth­ 
er they happen to be part of the 
same 
building." 
Bardgett 
wrote, 
acknowledging 
that 
adoption of such a philosophy 
by the court would require the 
"overrulling of a number of 
cases."

Patton also said the explosion 
at Pump Station No. 8 is “ prob­ 
ably going to come down to hu­ 
man error " 
Meanwhile, 
slate 
officials 
said the pipeline could resume 
operation in less than a week if 
engineers are able to bypass 
the station which was demoli­ 
shed in the blast 
In Washington, the Depart­ 
ment of Transportation con­ 
firmed that the pipeline itself 
apparently was intact, despite 
Friday's blast which killed one 
workman and injured five 
It was the second major mis­ 
hap forcing a pipeline shutdown 
in less than a week at Pump 
Station No 8, about 41 miles 
southeast of Fairbanks at mile 
488 on the HI*)-mile. $7 7 billion 
line 
Damage will exceed $5 mil­ 
lion. a spokeswoman for Al­ 
yeska. the consortium of oil 
companies running the pipeline, 
said Saturday. 
Die explosion apparently was 
touched off when oil leaked 
through a malfunctioning check 
valve into the pump house and 
ignited It reduced the building 
to a twisted, blackened maze of 
steel 
State Public Safety Commis­ 
sioner Richard Burton said offi­ 
cials did not believe sabotage 
was involved He said it "was 
strictly an industrial accident

is given great publicity, but 
many other studies which re 
fute the charges are never cir­ 
culated,“ he said in an inter­ 
view

tionwide efforts to try to ban 
fluoridation “ 
According to the CDC. more 
than 105 million persons in the 
United States live in commu­ 
nities that have fluoridated wa­ 
ter, a 6 4 per cent increase over 
the number in 1969.

And where there is demand, 
there is business No more is 
the angleworm industry a 
largely lazy and obscure 
operation principally oriented 
to the sport fisherman; it has 
burgeoned in the past decade 
to a highly charged, even 
scientific activity. Last year 
there was $7 billion worth of 
worm commerce in the U.S. 
alone 
So brisk is the business, in 
fact, that the earthworm in­ 
dustry has had to adopt 
franchising to keep up with

ment m oist. He says the 
manual labor takes very little 
more time each day than it 
takes him to shower. 
Happily, Bricker says, the 
worms do most of the work 
And they a r e uni que ly 
equipped for it. Earthworms 
are outfitted with both male 
and female sex organs and 
when they make whoopie it 
usually results in cross fer­ 
tilization; which is to say, 
following copulation, each 
creature gets pregnant and 
has offspring of its own 
Bricker says the worms 
have a 14-22 day gestation 
period Then they drop cap­ 
sules which produce from two 
to 22 fully matured children

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‘Catch 22’ slows sewer plans for small Missouri towns

JEFFERSON CITY - The 
first step a community takes 
when it wants to improve its 
sewer system is to determine 
its needs and priorities, usual­ 
ly with the help of an engineer­ 
ing firm. 
Small communities in Mis- 


souri have two choices in pay­ 
ing for this first step. They can 
try to raise the necessary 
funds themselves, or they can 
face a long wait after applying 
for a federal grant. 
James Odendahl, director of 
staff, Missouri Clean Water 
Commission, says small com­ 
munities without sewer sys­ 
tems may have to wait as long 


as ten years to get federal 
money to pay for the engineer­ 
ing process. 
For this reason, the Mis­ 
souri Department of Natural 
Resources encourages small 
towns to pay for the engineer­ 
ing phase themselves and try 
to get federal money later for 
designing and building the 
system, Odendahl says. 


The Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency (EPA) provides 
funds for the sewer system. 
Step one is to conduct an engi­ 
neering 
study 
outlining 
recommendations 
for 
the 
most efficient method of build­ 
ing a system. 
Consulting engineers esti­ 
mate a study can cost from 
about $2,000 to $6,000 or more, 


depending on the size and 
needs of the community. 
After step one is approved, 
communities can begin the 
second step — designing the 
system. Construction plans 
and specifications are drawn 
up and sent out for bids. When 
step two is approved, towns 
can begin step three — actual 
construction of a sewer sys­ 


tem. 
Missouri wastewater treat­ 
ment construction projects 
will be funded out of approxi­ 
mately $20 million in com­ 
bined state and federal funds 
this year. Next year, an antici­ 
pated $90 million will be avail­ 
able for sewer construction 
grants. 
Three per cent of this gen­ 


eral fund is set aside as a re­ 
serve fund for small, unsew­ 
ered communities on a first- 
come, first-serve basis. How­ 
ever, the reserve fund only 
pays for step two and three 
projects after completion of 
step one. 
Many small communities 
are complaining that they can­ 
not afford the engineering 
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step, let alone the following 
steps. They say they should re­ 
ceive funding for the engineer­ 
ing process. 
The Clean Water Commis­ 
sion disagrees. It says that 
small communities should fi­ 
nance their own step one to 
demonstrate their willingness 
to pay for following steps. 
“The big problem here for 
small communities is going 
from step one to step two,” 
Odendahl says. “We feel that 
if they can’t afford to pay for 
the engineering, how will they 
pay for the other steps? 
“We have to know that they 
are serious about the future 
and that they will be able to 
maintain the operating costs 
of a larger system,” he says. 
Small communities say they 
should be financed for step one 
so they can concentrate ef­ 
forts on financing steps two 
and three. 
At a recent public hearing in 
Jefferson City, representa­ 
tives of small communities 
presented their views to the 
Clean Water Commission. 
“Our problems may not be 
very large in volume, but they 
are important," says Carl 
Steelman, mayor, Benton City 
(population 121). 
“We’ve been on the waiting 
list for nine years and have the 
most seniority, but it doesn't 
look like we're going to get 
any money next year, either," 
Steelman says. 
The 
biggest 
complaint 
voiced at the public hearing by 
small community representa­ 
tives was that they pay for 
step one processes without a 
guarantee that they will re­ 
ceive funds for steps two and 
three. 
“Why should small towns 
pay for the research if they 
don’t know whether or not 
they will get federal funds 
later?" says James Mott, city 
council member, Rockville 
(population 203). 
Once the studies are con­ 
ducted, towns may face a long 
wait to be funded, which out- 
dates 
the 
research. 
Jim 
Stokes, 
mayor, 
Bellflower 
(population 360) says he needs 
money to bring engineering 
studies done in 1973 up to date. I 
“I think step one should be 
funded at least on a percent- I 
age basis.“ Stokes says. “In 1 
our town, for example, we 
have a lot of retired people. 
and it’s hatd to r use moi ejry 
for an engineering *iudy " 
Some small town mayors, 1 
like Robert Wallace of Ewing 
i population 3301. are willing to 
fund their own step one, but 
say there is no guarantee that 
they will receive money for 
steps two and three 
Odendahl says there is little 
danger of that happening, 
since there is a reserve fund 
set aside for just that purpose 
“The reserve fund will always 
be there," he says 
For communities who can­ 
not or will not pay for step one. 
there is another alternative. 
They may try to be classified 
as a special consideration 
project to receive funding 
Odendahl says special con­ 
sideration projects are those 
with immediate, major prob­ 
lems, or with problems that 
“don't fit on the regular proj­ 
ect list" 
The Metropolitan St Ixhus 
Sewer District i M.S.D. > is one 
special consideration project 
It will receive about $1 million 
this year and over $40 million 
next year for projects at Ris- 
sell Point, Merainec and 1*- 
may. 
Charles B Kaiser. M.S.D 
general counsel, says he is 
pleased with the way the 
money is distributed through­ 
out the state. “You've got to 
give something to everyone," 
he says. 
But for many small towns 
wanting step one funding, 
something" is actually “no­ 
thing " 
No step one projects will be 
funded by the Clean Water 
Con urn ssi on this year In fis­ 
cal year 1978, $662,660 has 
been reserved for step one 
projects 


The costs of projects that 
will be funded in 1978 range 
from $74,400 for Center Creek 
in Webb City, to $1,000 for a 
system in Orrick. 
Step cme projects that prob­ 
ably will not be funded next 
year range in cost from $24,000 
in Kimberlmg City to $800 in 
"ulker. 


At the public hearing, sev­ 
eral small community repre­ 
sentatives asked if their proj­ 
ects are ignored in favor of 
larger, more prosperous proj­ 
ects. 
Marlowe lankford, a con­ 
sulting engineer who repre­ 
sented Pacific and Wheatland, 
asked, “Are the big sewer dis­ 
tricts, like St Louis and Kan­ 
sas City, allowed to crowd out 
the smaller districts?"
